An octroi tax without refund at the rates shown In 
column No. 3 of the schedule appended, upon the 
articles mentioned in column No. 2 therein im- 
ported into the notified area by motor or road but 
subject to the following conditions.

Authority concerned that such articles are required for 
road-making only.

8. Foodgrains brought from abroad (from outside India) 
by Government for internal distribution : .provided each 
consignment of such foodgrains is certified by a District 
Food Controller that it is the property of Government in 
the Civil Supplies Department. 

9. Printed forms used in the offices of the Government 
and Local authorities : provided each such consignment is 
accompanied by a certificate from a responsible officer of 
the Government Department or the local authority con- 
cerned. 

10. Printed forms and other election material like Ballot 
Boxes, Ballot Papers, Locks, Hammers, Punches and bags 
connected with the general elections to the Provincial and 
Central Legislature and elections to Local Authorities ; 
provided at the time of import these are accompanied by 
certificates signed by a Gazetted Officer of the Department 
concerned to the effect that the forms are the property of 
Government.
